T he lawfull vſe of the Croſſe in Baptiſme explained. 
\AVg Ee are ſorie that his Maieſties moſt princely 
careand paines taken in the Conference at 
Hampton Court, amongſt many other points, tou- 
ching this one of the Crofſe in Baptiſme, hath taken 
no beter effe& with many , but tharſtill the vſe of it 
in Bapriſme is ſo greatly ſtucke at and impugned. 
For the further declaration therefore of the true vſe 
ofthis Ceremony. & for the remoouing of all ſuch 
ſcruple as might any wayes trouble the conſciences 

ofthem who are indeed r1ghtly religious, followin 
the royall ſteps of our moſt warrhy King, becauſe he 
therein followech the rules of the Scriptures, & the 
practiſe of the Primitive Church : wedo commend 
ro all rhe true members ofthe Church of England 
theſe our dire&tions and obſeruations enſuing. - 
Frſt, itis to be obſerued that although the Tewes 
and Ethnickes derided both the Apoſtles & the reſt 
ofthe Chriſtians for preaching 8 belecuing in him 
Who was crucified vpor the Crofle : yet all, Boch A- 
poſttes 8 Chriſtians were ſo far from being diſcou- 
raged from their profeſsion by the ignominic of the 
Croſle, as they rather reioyced & trumphed in it.

Yea, the holy Ghoſt by the mouthes of the Apo: 
files did honour, the Name of the Crofle (being 
hateful among the Iewes) ſo farre, that vaderit,hee 
comprehended not onely Chriſt crucified, but the 
force ,effeAs, and tnerits of his Death and Paſsion, 
with all the comforts,fruits,and promiſes which we 
receiue or expe thereby... : 
Secondly, the honour and dignity of the Name 
of the Croſle, begatea reuerend eſtimation euen in 
the Apoſtles times (for ought that is knowen to the 
contrary.) of the ſigne ofthe Crofle : which the 
, Chriſtians fhortly after yſed in all their ations 
. thereby making an outward ſhewand profeſsion e- 
uento the aſtoniſhment ofthe Iewes,that they were 
not aſhamed to acknowledge him for their Lord 
and Sauiour , who died forthem vpon the Croſfle. 


And this ſigne they did not. onely vie themſelues 


with a kinde of glory. , when they- met with any 
Tewes; but ſigned therewith their children when 
they were Chriſtened.,. to dedicate them by that 
badge to his ſernice, whoſe benefits beſtowed vpon 
them in Baptiſme, thenameof the Croſſe did re. 
preſent. And this vſe ofthe figne of the Crofle in 
Baptiſme was heldin the Primitine Church, as well 
by the Greekes as the Latines, with one conſent and 
oreatapplauſe, Arwhat time, ifany had opoſed 
themſelucs againſt it, they would certainely haue 
bin cenſured as, enemies ofthe name of the Crofle, 
andconſequently of Chriſts merits, the ſigne wher: 
ofthey could no better endure. This continuall 
and generall vſe of the ſigne of the Croſſe, is cui« 
dent by many reſtimonies of the ancient Fathers. 
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--- Thirdly, itcmuſt bee-confefled that in proceſle of 
rime, the {igne of the Crofle was greatly abuſed in 
the Church of Rome, eſpecially after that corrup- 
tion of Poperichad once poſſeſſed it, But the abuſe 
ofa thing doeth not takeaway the lawtull vie ofir. 
Nay, ſo farwas1t fro the purpoſeof the Churchof 
England , to forſake & reieQthe Churches of Iraly, 
France, Spaine, Germany, orany ſuch like Chur- 
ches,in all things which they held 8 practiſed, that 
as the Apology of the Church of England confeſ- 
ſeth,irdoeth with reuerence retaine thoſe Ceremo- 
Dies Which doe neither endammage the Church of 
God nor offend the minds of ſober men : and only 


departed fro themin thoſe particular points, Wheriu 


they werefallen both from themſclues in their an- 
Clentintegritie, 8 from the Apoſtolicall Churches 
which were their firſt founders, In which reſpeR, a- 
monglſt ſome other very ancient Ceremonies, the 


ligne ofthe Croſſe in Bapriſme hach bin retained in 


this Church harh {x ue iudgement and praftiſe of 
thoſercucrend Fathers 8& great Divinesin thedaies 
of K.Edward the 6, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuf- 


Fferedfor the profeion of the trueth: and,others 


being exiled in thetirmeofQueene Mary , did after 
theic returne in the beginnivgof the Reigne of our 
late dread Soueraigne,continually defend & vie the 
ſame. Thisreſolmnionandpra@iſcof our Church 
hath bene allowed8 approoued by the cenſure yp- 
on the Communion Booke in K. Edward the fixt

ſifficient cautions and exceptions againſt all Popiſh 
Superſtitionand errour , asin' the like caſes are ci- 
ther fit or conuentent. 

Firſt the Church of England fincethe —_— 
ofPopery hath cuer held andtaughr, and ſo doer 
hold & teach ſtill, char theſigne of the crofle vied in 
Baptiſmre}, is no parr ofthe ſubſtance of that Sacra- 
ment, For when the Miniſter dipping the Infant in 
Water, otlaying Water vpon the face of it (as the 
maner alſo is) hath pronounced theſe words, Ibap- 
zize thee in the N ame of the Father, & of the Soune,and 
of the t oly Ghoſt,the Infant is fully and perfeQly bap- 
tized.So as the ſigne of the Croſſe being afterwards 
vied, doerhneither addeany thing to the verrue or 
perfection of Baptiſme, nor being omitted doerh 
detraQ anything from the effe& and ſubſtance ofir. 

Secondly , it is apparant in the Communion 
booke, that the Tofant baptized is by vertue of Bap*

Oraſmuch as the ancieut Fathers of the 
Church led by example of the Apoſtles, 
appointed praycrs andFaſtsto be vſed 
at the folemne ordering of Miniſters, 
and to that purpoſe allotted eertaine 
times,in which onely ſacred Orders might be giuen 
or conferred : Wee following theirholy and Re- 
ligious example doe conſtitute and decree, That no 
Deacons or Miniſters be ordained and made, but

weekes appointed in ancient time for Prayer 8 Fa,
